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Call for action to halt 
surge in hate crimes 




Harry hails the games for heroes 




■ ROYAL SALUTE: The Royal 
Borough of Kensington and 
Chelsea marked The Queen's 
90th birthday by lighting a 
special beacon at the Royal 
Hospital Chelsea. 

The borough's beacon joined 
more than 1,000 others which 
were being lit up and down the 
country as part of a royal 
tradition. 

The Mayor of the Royal 
Borough, Cllr Robert Freeman, 
who is pictured second from left, 
and the Governor of the Royal 
Hospital, General Sir Redmond 
Watt, were joined by Lord and 
Lady Cadogan, the Leader of the 
Council, Nick Paget-Brown, 
members of the council and 
Chelsea Pensioners, who 
gathered to witness the Royal 
Hospital's Regimental 
Quartermaster, Sergeant Mark 
Smith, light the beacon. 

Speaking after the event, the 
Mayor said: "It was a great 
honour to be part of such a 
special event to mark Her 
Majesty's 90th birthday. The 
Chelsea Pensioners are the living 
embodiment of service to the 
nation. This event at the Royal 
Hospital Chelsea was a most 
fitting way to mark the birthday 
of the Queen, whose life has 
been devoted to the service of 
our country and the 
Commonwealth." 

General Sir Redmond Watt 
said: "It was a great honour to be 
one of only a handful of 
locations in central London to be 
lighting a beacon, and 
wonderful to be part of these 
nationwide celebrations. 
Everybody at the Royal Hospital 
Chelsea wished Her Majesty a 
very happy birthday". 
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KENSINGTON and Chelsea councillors 
and community chiefs are horrified that 
the royal borough has become a hotbed 
of hate crime, with a surge in offences 
against the disabled, gays and Muslims. 


Figures demanded from the council by 
Labour members have revealed that there were 
more than 550 hate crimes recorded in Kens¬ 
ington and Chelsea last year - but the police 
admit that as so many incidents go unreported 
the extent of the hate wave could be as much 
as seven times worse. Some authorities say the

SADIQ Khan promised to be¬ 
come a “mayor for all London¬ 
ers” as he set out plans to unite 
divided communities in an exclu¬ 
sive interview with London 
Weekly News. 

The Labour candidate said he 
would work with faith leaders to im¬ 
prove social integration while “taking 
the fight to extremists”. 

In a one-to-one with this newspa¬ 
per, the Tooting MP also: 

■ attacked Boris Johnson’s record on 
housing and pledged to build tens of 
thousands of new homes for London¬ 
ers; 

■ promised to restore neighbourhood 
policing as the Met’s number one pri¬ 
ority and fight further police budget 
cuts; 

■ outlined plans for a City Hall ‘Night 
Czar’ to promote London’s evening 
economy; 

■ pledged to become the most “pro¬ 
business mayor” London has ever had 
by standing up for small businesses. 

Asked how he would tackle the 
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threat of radicalisation, Mr Khan said: 
“What makes London so great is that 
people from different backgrounds 
live side by side, but we have still 
failed to do enough to tackle social 
segregation. 

“Good role models are important - 
and they exist. People like Moeen Ali, 
James Caan, Nadiya Hussain and Mo 
Farah. 

“But there is also a big job to do in 
standing up to extremists and stopping 
radicalisation by working with main¬ 
stream Muslims to promote greater so¬ 
cial integration. I have said I will be 
the British Muslim who will take the 
fight to the extremists.” 

The Labour candidate said current 
mayor Boris Johnson had left London 
with the “worst housing crisis in gen¬ 
erations” and warned that the capital 
was being “hollowed out”. 

He outlined his plans to create a 
City Hall task force dedicated to de¬ 
veloping plans for new affordable 
homes and promised to bring forward 
more public land for development. 

“I will stand up to developers to en¬ 
sure we get the right mix of affordable 
and market housing, using the mayor’s 
planning powers to give first-time 


buyers and local renters first dibs on 
new homes,” he said. 

“I will also stand up for the two mil¬ 
lion Londoners living in private-rented 
accommodation and will take on 
rogue landlords and lettings agencies.” 

Mr Khan said his ambitious house¬ 
building programme could be deliv¬ 
ered without sacrificing London’s 
green spaces and pledged to 
strengthen protections for Metropoli¬ 
tan Open Land and nature reserves. 

Cutting down on “dirty vehicles” 
was the best way to tackle air pollu¬ 
tion, he said, committing to extend the 
Ultra-Low Emissions Zone to “keep 
the high emitters out of our city”. 

Asked how he would boost Lon¬ 
don’s high-street traders, the former 
solicitor promised to be “the most pro¬ 
business mayor London has ever had”. 

“Rising land values in London are 
causing real pressure on many high 
streets and we are losing a lot of 
smaller, independent retailers,” he 
added. 

“I don’t want London’s shopping 
areas to all look the same. That is why 
I will be much tougher in using the 
mayor’s planning powers to protect 
London’s smaller shops. 


markets and independent retailers, 
which contribute to some of the city’s 
best and most famous shopping 
areas.” 

In a commitment to protect Lon¬ 
don’s vibrant arts and culture 
sector, he also promised to 
implement an ‘agent of 
change’ principle so that 
developers opening near 
existing pubs and clubs 
would cover the cost 
of soundproofing 
new homes, while in¬ 
stalling a ‘Night Czar’ to 
promote the evening 
economy. 

With just over a week 
before Londoners go to 
the polls, Mr Khan ap¬ 
pealed to voters to back 
his campaign for City 
Hall. 

“I benefited from grow¬ 
ing up in London with a 
good education, the 


chance of a good job, and the chance 
to save for a decent home,” he said. 

“Too many Londoners are being de¬ 
nied those same opportunities -1 will 
be the mayor who re¬ 
stores them.”

Shock at rise 
in hate crime

actual number of hate crimes 
could be even greater than that 
- with only one tenth of inci¬ 
dents being recorded. 

Official statistics show that 
bigotry and intolerance is soar¬ 
ing in the borough with a steep 
rise in hateful abuse being lev¬ 
elled against disabled, reli¬ 
gious, ethnic, gay and 
transgender communities. 

The figures, for the year 
from February last year to this 
January, show an 83 per cent 
rise in disability hate crimes 
committed in Kensington and 
Chelsea and a 63 per cent rise 
in faith hate crime. Homopho¬ 
bic hate crime has risen by 
18.8 per cent and racist and re¬ 
ligious offences have risen by 
near 22 per cent. 

And the incidence of trans¬ 
gender hate crime has shot up 
by 500 per cent. 

Councillors are especially 
concerned about the shocking 
rise in racist, religious and faith 
hate, which account for 463 of 
the 547 reported incidents. 

Kensington and Chelsea’s 
Conservative-controlled coun¬ 
cil said: “The Community 
Safety Programme Board has 
agreed that hate crime is a 
strategic priority for 2016-17. 
This means that tackling hate 
crime will receive priority at¬ 
tention from the board mem¬ 
bers, and especially from 
Police and Council services.” 

But leading figures in the 
borough say “strategic prior¬ 
ity” is not enough and they are 
calling for magistrates to hand 
down much stricter sentences 
for verbal abuse, intimidation, 
online abuse and hate mail and 
for the courts to get tougher on 
threats of violence and attacks 
on minority groups. 


Labour councillor Emma 
Dent Coad, the member for the 
Golborne ward who pressed 
the council to release the bor¬ 
ough’s hate crime figures, is 
demanding that the police are 
supported by magistrates and 
crown courts taking a much 
harder line to deter the growing 
wave of hate. 

“I asked for this report as I 
am personally aware of the rise 
in hate crime of all kinds. It is 
tangible on the streets and I see 
instances of it regularly,” said 
councillor Dent Coad. 

“The figures are simply hor¬ 
rifying, and we know that 
under-reporting can mean there 
are five to ten times more in¬ 
stances that are not reported; 
sadly some of this is due to 
lack of confidence in the po¬ 
lice. 

“In the current climate we 
need more than ‘priority atten¬ 
tion’ from the Community 
Safety Programme Board. 

“We need to create a trusted 
system of reporting and tough 
sentencing. Without this robust 
legal process there will be little 
confidence that our over¬ 
stretched local police can 
stamp out this hate on the 
streets.” 

The council admits that the 
hate wave may have been 
worsened by ISIS terror attacks 
in Paris, Brussels, Syria and 
Iraq, which have caused a 
backlash against innocent 
Muslims in the borough. 

“Increases in racist, reli¬ 
gious and faith motivated hate 
crimes can be viewed in rela¬ 
tion to international events 
such as those in the Middle 
East and which took place in 
Paris last year,” said the coun¬ 
cil. 

“Homophobic, disability 


and transgender hate crimes 
have historically been underre¬ 
ported and the increase in re¬ 
ported crimes may indicate an 
increase in victims’ willingness 
to report the offences rather 
than an increase in the number 
of offences taking place.” 

Met chief Sir Bernard 
Hogan-Howe has revealed that 
the extent of underreporting 
could be as much as nearing 
one seventh of the actual case. 
In a report to the Mayor’s Of¬ 
fice for Policing and Crime for 
its 2014-2017 hate crime strat¬ 
egy, he stated: “The Crime 
Survey of England and Wales 
tells us hate crime is widely 
underreported and suggested 
that nationally there are about 
278,000 hate crimes commit¬ 
ted every year, with only about 
43,000 being reported.” 

Police recorded 11 disability 
hate crimes in the borough last 
year but according to Council¬ 
lor Dent Coad’s estimates the 
real number could be more 
than 100. Jamie Renton, chief 
executive of Action Disability 
Kensington and Chelsea, 
agrees that the recorded figure 
is probably much lower than 
the reality. 

“I think Sir Bernard’s esti¬ 
mate of underreporting is prob¬ 
ably conservative,” he said. 

“One of the problems is that 
the portrayal of disabled peo¬ 
ple is certain sections of the 
media is that they are all bene¬ 
fit cheats, which is not at all the 
case. 

“One reason for the rise in 
incidents may be that disability 
hate crime is now recorded by 
the police as a distinct cate¬ 
gory. Another is that as times 
get tougher some people turn 
on others who are different 
from them. 

“I would certainly agree 
with any calls for action that 
decreases the incidents of hate 
crime towards any group, this 
needs to be taken seriously and 
I’m glad that now it is being 
taken seriously. 

“People who have to deal 
with this, being the victims of 
randomly-hurled abuse and 
worse, day to day must report 
it. I would also like to see peo¬ 
ple who witness hate crimes 
also report them, victims of 
hate crime are your neighbour 
and they should be supported.” 

The recorded hate crime fig¬ 
ures for Kensington and 
Chelsea in the 12 months were: 
57 homophobic offences, 16 
transgender hate offences, 11 
disability hate offences, 62 
faith hate crimes and 401 racist 
and religious hate offences. 


FOUR thousand staff at Kens¬ 
ington and Chelsea council have 
been recruited in a new drive in 
which they will be the extra eyes 
and ears of the police on alert 
for attacks by Islamist extrem¬ 
ists in the borough. 

The council has signed up to 
Project Griffin, a police initia¬ 
tive which aims to get staff 
based in busy areas of the city to 
play a part in protecting against 
attacks and show them what to 
do in the event of a major terror 
incident. 

The move comes after atroci¬ 
ties in Paris and Brussels led to 
calls for more vigilance from all 
communities, including the 
business sector. 

Council staff are being 
trained to keep a watch for sus¬ 
pected terrorists in the borough, 
how to spot packages that may 
contain a bomb, what to go in 
the event of a Paris-style gun at¬ 
tack and to persuade the public 
to report suspicious behaviour. 

A council spokesman said: 
“Project Griffin is an ongoing 
programme that is led and deliv¬ 
ered by the Metropolitan Police. 
The council has been involved 
for some time. Typically train¬ 
ing encourages staff to be more 
vigilant, report suspicions and 
follow proper security proce¬ 
dures.” 


The new industry “self-deliv¬ 
ery” package has been devised 
by police security experts from 
Project Griffin, the country’s 
leading counter terrorism aware¬ 
ness scheme, and police are ap¬ 
pealing for other businesses in 
Kensington and Chelsea to join 
up too. 

“The initiative targets sectors 
such as retail, hospitality, enter¬ 
tainment and travel. It builds on 
an existing partnership between 
counter terrorism police, emer¬ 
gency services and local compa¬ 
nies,” said a police spokesman. 

“Project Griffin began in 
2004 and specialist officers 
around the country are now 
briefing around 100,000 work¬ 
ers every year. However, the 
new self-delivery programme 
aims to reach ten times that 
number.” 

The ambitious plan was 
launched last week at the annual 
Security and Counter Terrorism 
Expo at Olympia. 

Detective Chief Superintend¬ 
ent Scott Wilson, the national 
police coordinator for Protect 
and Prepare, told security pro¬ 
fessionals that company bosses 
who support the project will be 
helping to keep staff, customers 
and communities safe. 

DCS Wilson said: “Although 
the UK threat level has re¬ 


mained unchanged since August 
2014, it is still at severe. The po¬ 
lice service is working tirelessly 
to address the threat but we need 
everyone to play a part in keep¬ 
ing the public alert, not alarmed. 

“Police can help explain what 
the threats and risks to different 
sectors are but companies are 
better placed to explain to staff 
exactly what action they can 
take to enhance their security 
and how to respond if the worst 
happens. 

“Individual organisations 
have vital protective security in¬ 
formation such as building lay¬ 
outs, security equipment and 
safety procedures. 

“They have the local knowl¬ 
edge that could be vital to keep¬ 
ing staff and the public safe. 
This is why we have devised 
self-briefing packages bespoke 
to different sectors.” 

Organisations signing up to 
the initiative will need to be 
public limited companies and 
have a team of qualified trainers. 
Priority will be given to those 
who operate in a crowded place, 
such as a city centre, sporting or 
entertainment complex. 

Police will continue to offer 
the briefings for smaller organi¬ 
sations in priority areas who do 
not have their own training 
teams. 



■ REPORTING CONCERNS: Sir Bernard Hogan-Howe 
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Ignore selfish ‘antis’ - 
back new rail station 


AT last, this major grouping of 
the disabled has produced a 
strong vote of support for the 
Chelsea Crossrail station in the 
heart of Chelsea. 

For too long, the Chelsea trac¬ 
tor group have had their way 
(google: joy lo dico at 
Standard.co.uk Chelsea tractors). 
Comments there were made in 
October 2015. Mr Robertson’s 
letter in the 19 April paper has 
now added the need for further 
comment. 

I have been concerned for 
some time that the ‘anti’ vote was 
swayed considerably by the dubi¬ 
ous tactics used on the day that 
the last official major display of 
what the project was all about 
was on show behind the public li¬ 
brary in a hall at the back of the 
Town Hall. 

This was very poorly attended 
when I was in there. I had visited 
an earlier such exhibition which 
was quite crowded. This time, 
the well-organised ‘anti’ brigade 
had manned large trestle tables, 
set up at the foot of the Town Hall 
steps on the King’s Road, to am¬ 
bush as many passers-by as pos¬ 
sible and endeavour to extract a 
‘no vote’. 

They had particular success 
with many ‘ordinary folk’ due 
solely to the well-known names 
among those manning the tables. 
I watched them for some time and 
it was clear that they did not di¬ 


rect anyone into the Town Hall. 

People were convinced to sign 
‘anti’ and thus did not get a 
glimpse of the displays laid out in 
full inside the building. They 
were fed misstatements as to 
where buildings would be demol¬ 
ished, the absolute chaos that 
would be caused, etc. I watched 
one girl signing for her friends as 
well as herself - at the friends’ re¬ 
quest. By talking to friends who 
are ‘normal’ residents from the 
estates around ‘the Common’, 
they obviously had not realised 
that their votes were so important 
and, I am certain that, had they 
had the same pressures brought 
upon them to vote, the result 
would have been much more 
even - making complete non¬ 
sense of Mr Robertson’s final 
paragraph. 

The whole debate has made me 
start to wonder about the ‘unique 
charm of the King’s Road vil¬ 
lage’. Some long time prior to the 
1940s and 1950s, I believe that 
Chelsea Common was at the cen¬ 
tre of the village. Not much of 
the Common has survived but, 
even to this day, there remains 
now one small piece, the traffic 
island adjoining Cale Street, 
Elystan Place, Whiteheads Grove 
and Elystan Street. 

Until the great Carnaby Street 
shopping revolution of the 1960s, 
the area which we then knew as 
Chelsea Village spread out from 


‘the Common’ as we now know it 
(‘gentrified’ today by being de¬ 
scribed by our many estate agents 
as ‘Chelsea Green’). 

It was populated at that time by 
a variety of blocks of flats and 
houses (even with an area of pub¬ 
lic allotments between Elystan 
Place and Sprimont Place). 
Below flats in Elystan Street and 
on both sides of Cale Street, there 
were useful retail businesses of 
many kinds - a post office, a cou¬ 
ple of dairies, a number of con¬ 
fectioners, one with a teashop, 
tobacconists/newsagents, small 
grocery stores, a chemist, laun¬ 
dries, two bakers, three public 
houses, an ironmongers and 
many other small businesses - 
and the constant, St Luke’s Parish 
Church. 

King’s Road was populated 
with the same type of businesses, 
all essential, but mostly on a 
larger scale - notably, Peter 
Jones; Timothy Whites & Tay¬ 
lors; Boots the Chemists; 
Carmichaels; the building soci¬ 
ety; Ashby’s Electricals; Nicholls 
and Carter Patersons’ (the re¬ 
moval people of the time) yard 
for storage,vehicle parking and 
stables. I could go on. 

My point is that the whole 
shopping area changed dramati¬ 
cally with the Carnaby Street ex¬ 
pansion into Chelsea. It is now a 
different place. 

Rents rocketed and forced 


many businesses out, to be re¬ 
placed by numerous boutiques, 
too many mobile ‘phone shops 
and far too many coffee 
bars/restaurants. 

There is no longer a post office 
in the area. It has really very little 
to differentiate it from any other 
local borough high streets apart 
from the exorbitant price of prop¬ 
erty. 

Nowadays, the only ‘Chelsea 
Village’ recognised on the TfL 
public transport system is when 
its buses pull up at the stop (wait 
for it) in SW6 at the western side 
of Stamford Railway Bridge in 
Fulham Road. 

However, the valuable thing 
that has been preserved over the 
years is the basic appearance of 
the fascia of the better buildings - 
and this is the main feature of the 
designs for a station on the west¬ 
ern corner of Sydney Street and 
King’s Road. 

The current fasciae of the 
buildings on that comer are to be 
built into the stmcture. The 
Pheasantry is still there, as are 
Marks & Spencer and the fire sta¬ 
tion (despite many stories put 
about over the past year that they 
were to be demolished) - and 
Dovehouse Green is undisturbed. 

There will have to be some dis¬ 
ruption caused by a ventilation 
shaft which is currently being se¬ 
riously considered in the area sur¬ 
rounding the Pheasanty and could 
include the loss of Rymans, Wa- 
terstones and Boots as far as I can 
see - but none of that is final. 

Any businesses along Sydney 
Street which could be affected 
have only ever been of a tempo¬ 
rary nature whilst the whole site 
awaited development plans. 

From a Chelsea resident’s 
point of view, the huge gain to be 
made by a station at the currently 
suggested site is the connection 
within minutes to Clapham junc¬ 
tion, supplemented by the whole 
idea of a fast connection to the 
north east and south west of Lon¬ 
don. 

Five buses currently serve 
Clapham Junction through the 
area and cross Battersea Bridge. 
Carbon pollution would be re¬ 
duced massively if these buses, 
currently helping to clog Sloane 
Square to Beaufort Street, could 
be reduced in number. 

Journey time, Chelsea to 
Clapham Junction, would be five 
minutes versus anything up to 30 
minutes currently. Tottenham 
Court Road with its comer on 
Oxford Street also becomes a 
journey of not many minutes. 

It doesn’t need much thought 
or effort. All residents who do 
not have other means of transport 
could improve their lot by using 
the new rail connections instead 
of buses and they should be vot¬ 
ing loudly ‘for’ the station. 

They should be opposing those 
who are only interested in the 
short term dismption that will be 
suffered whilst the project is 
under constmction - compara¬ 
tively minor as most will be tun¬ 
nelling with the materials 
dislodged removed backward 
north east and south west through 
the newly-tunnelled area - with 
their fear of possibility of damage 
to their very expensive houses. 

This is a fear already proved 
virtually groundless by residents 
in the area where the recent east- 
west tunnelling across central 
London took place. 

Think about the next 100 to 
150 years and not just, selfishly, 
about the comparatively short pe¬ 
riod necessary for constmction!

Councillor Nick Paget-Brown, Leader of the Royal 
Borough of Kensington and Chelsea Council, learns the 
lessons of a deadly car chase across North Kensington 

Lamp shines light on how 
we plan traditional future 


T HERE is a lot to enjoy 
about The Blue Lamp, 
the 1950 crime drama 
made by Ealing Studios. 

There’s the cast for one 
thing. The excellent Jack 
Warner plays PC George 
Dixon, a wise and respected 
veteran bobby. Although he 
is shot dead during the film, 
his character had such ap¬ 
peal to the British public 
that he was resurrected for 
the TV series Dixon of Dock 
Green, which ran for 21 
years. 

As indicated, poor old PC 
Dixon is cruelly gunned 
down when he happens 
upon a robbery at a local 
cinema. 

As you would expect, he 
tries to convince the villain 
to ‘come along quietly now 
lad’ but unfortunately he is 
up against a twitchy psy¬ 
chopath played by a young 
Dirk Bogarde. 

The Blue Lamp is sup¬ 
posed to be ‘social realism’ 
but its insights into the 
1950s criminal underworld 
seem to have been provided 
by RADA’s cockney re¬ 
search department - ‘cor 
blimey guv’nor, and no mis¬ 
take.’ 

What is very real, and the 
real star of the show, is west 
London circa 1950. 
Paddington Green, Edgware 
Road, Westboume Park, 
Harrow Road, Little Venice, 
the obligatory shot of Pic¬ 
cadilly Circus at night - all 
of them feature and are fas¬ 
cinating to see. 

There is a climactic car 
chase towards the end which 
finishes at the long demol¬ 
ished White City stadium 
but it largely takes place 
across North Kensington. 
When the cars - a Wolseley 
and a Humber, I reckon - 
come south over Ladbroke 
Grove bridge you see an un¬ 
familiar street configuration. 

What I think you are 
looking at are the north ends 
of Portobello Road and Lad- 
broke Grove, which in those 
days connected with each 
other. The link was broken 
by the building of the Wom- 
ington Green Estate but over 
the next decade it will be re¬ 
stored as Catalyst Housing 
completes the reinvention of 
the estate as Portobello 
Square, a handsome new de¬ 


velopment of tenure-blind 
homes arranged along tradi¬ 
tional streets. 

The car chase continues 
down Ladbroke Grove be¬ 
fore turning right, where you 
catch glimpses of Portland 
Road, Penzance Place, Fre- 
ston Road and Latimer 
Road. 

I daresay that behind all 
those sooty but handsome 
Victorian facades were war¬ 
rens of tubercular-rented 
rooms and bedsits with 
cookers in hallways. 

Much of North Kensing¬ 
ton and indeed west London 
was very slummy by 1950, 
thanks to the war and exces¬ 
sive rent controls, but from 
a purely streetscape point of 
view, west London seems to 
me to have been a much 
handsomer place before the 
estates went up - apart from 
the bombsites obviously. 

Over the next few years, 
there could well be a trans¬ 
formative amount of devel¬ 
opment in North Ken, on the 
gas works site, at Barlby- 
Treverton and perhaps the 
Silchester area too. 

Our ambition is to restore 
old street patterns, just as 
Catalyst is doing, and to 
build new homes on those 
new streets that are tradi¬ 
tional in their overall form, 
but modem both in detail 
and fitting. We think that 
despite the design ruptures 
of the 1960s, the people still 
yearn for homes and streets 
that come from within the 
British tradition of domestic 
architecture. That’s what we 
mean to deliver. You can

■ Spoiler alert: I’m going 
to tell you the end of the 
film. Bogarde is trapped in 
White City as brave un¬ 
armed policemen converge, 
guided to him by bookies 
who use ‘tic-tac’ to identify 
his location. 

Bogarde is armed but the 
police do not flinch and it is 
the young PC and former 
lodger of PC Dixon that dis¬ 
arms him.

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High time opium den was saved for nation

FOLLOWING the discov¬ 
ery of The Sex Pistols’ art¬ 
work in development 
threatened Denmark Street, 
now researchers have un¬ 
covered more of Tin Pan 
Alley’s racy history - the 
house next door to the Pis¬ 
tols’ home was a secret 
opium den. 

Number 6 Denmark Street 
has been awarded Grade II 
listed status after Save Tin Pan 
Alley campaigner Henry Scott- 
Irvine discovered cartoons there 
drawn by rock star John Lydon 
in the days when he was Johnny 
Rotten 40 years ago. 

Now Mr Scott-Irvine is hop¬ 
ing that similar status may be 
awarded to Number 8, which 
was one of the last hideaways 
for opium addicts in Edwardian 
London. 

The campaigner and film¬ 
maker, who wants Denmark 
Street to be made a music her¬ 
itage site to save it from devel¬ 
opers, says that besides the 
street’s history of rock and roll, 
the old walls hide sex and drugs 
secrets too. 

And it was all going on at No 
8, which Mr Scott-Irvine be¬ 
lieves was built in the early Ed¬ 
wardian period just after Queen

Victoria died in 1901. 

“During Edwardian times 8 
Denmark St was a rather in¬ 
triguing hotel: an opium den 
guest house,” he said. 

“There were opium burners 
in the basement and the smoke 
was piped up to all of the above 
rooms. These pipes were con¬ 
trolled by valves, which were 
opened after payments were 


made to the proprietor. Further 
valves to the opium pipes in 
each room were used by the 
room’s guest. These rooms were 
hired out to those who may well 
have paid a little extra for serv¬ 
ices provided by women of the 
night.” 

Opium use was rife through¬ 
out London in Victorian days 
but it was sent underground by 


the 1868 Pharmacy Act, which 
restricted the sale of drugs to 
registered chemists and pharma¬ 
cists. As No 8 was seemingly 
operating as an opium house up 
to 40 years after the crackdown, 
and one of the last in London, 
Mr Scott-Irvine believes that 
like The Sex Pistols’ flat at No 
6, it also deserves preservation 
as part of historic London. 

He said: “One of our sources 
told us: ‘I used to work at No. 8 
in Southern Music Publishers 
from 1976-1979, No. 8 used to 
be a hotel when Southern first 
moved in during the 1940s. 

“‘One of the first jobs they 
had was to dismantle the opium 
pipes in every room. There were 
loads of pipes running all over 
the ceilings and an awful lot in 
the basement, which you would 
expect I suppose. As far as I 
know, it was piped all around 
the building from a central loca¬ 
tion, there were pipes every¬ 
where, even though so many 
had been removed’.” 

Mr Scott-Irvine added: 
“Lawrence Wright was the first 
ever sheet music publisher to 
open a shop on the ground floor 
at 8 Denmark St in 1911. The 
hotel appears to have endured 
upstairs above Mr Wright’s 
shop until the outbreak of the 
Second World War when South¬ 
ern Music Publishing moved in 
to take over the entire building 


to later build a small demo stu¬ 
dio in the former opium-burning 
basement. 

“Following the decision by 
the Department of Culture to 
give Grade II listed status to No 
6 because of the Pistols’ art¬ 
work, I’m hoping that the au¬ 
thorities may look into giving 
some sort of preservation status 
to No 8 too now. The fact is 
there is so much of London’s 
musical history imbedded in 
Denmark Street, considering all 
of the song-writing, music pub¬ 
lishing and recording that went 
on there, that the whole street 
should by rights be made a 
music heritage site.” 

Richard Parrish of Historic 
England called the new opium 
den discovery “mind-boggling”. 

He said: “I assume the pipes 
would lead to valves which con¬ 
nected to multiple flexible pipes 
so I suspect there is a chance it 
looked like an overzealous 
plumbing installation and might 
have caused some head scratch¬ 
ing. 

“It sounds like it was fed in 
from the basement at No 8 as 
the main ‘engine room’ so to 
speak, and the removal of 
pipework referred to must have 
been pretty comprehensive. It’s 
really quite mind boggling to 
think that this was being done so 
near the centre of the city and 
until so recently.”

Nude food buffs will hope 
naked restaurant takes off 


BROAD-MINDED diners in 
London will be able to enjoy a 
new approach to raw food in a 
few weeks’ time with the open¬ 
ing of a restaurant which en¬ 
courages its clientele to take 
their clothes off and eat in the 
nude. 

The eaterie is called The 
Bunyadi and, according to re¬ 
ports, it will be split into 
clothed and unclothed sections, 
with diners being asked by the 
management to enter a chang¬ 
ing room and remove all but a 
gown which will be provided. 
Clients can then choose 
whether or not to keep wearing 
the gown throughout their 
meal. 

The idea, according to the 
restaurant’s promoters, is that 
the venue should be “free from 
the trappings of modern life”. 


As such it will use only “the 
most natural, home-grown in¬ 
gredients to envelope its pa¬ 
trons in a Pangea-like world, 
free from phones, electric 
lights and even clothing”. 

As the Evening Standard put 
it: “Cue lots of jokes about 
sausages and baps, and con¬ 
cerns over spilling hot food on 
your lap.” 

There’ll be plenty of flesh to 
go around. Caveman-style 
wood-grilled meats will be 
served on handmade clay 
crockery to be eaten with edi¬ 
ble cutlery, in the candlelit 
space that will be “creatively 
partitioned with bamboo and 
wicker”. 

The pop-up is set to take 
place somewhere in central 
London in June — although the 
location and duration has yet to 


be disclosed — and apparently 
already has a waiting list of 
more than 3,000 people. 

How many of these eager 
eaters will be planning to strip 
off - and how many have been 
encouraged to book a table so 
they can look at other diners - 
clearly remains to be seen. 

The Standard reported that 
“it’s the latest concept from 
Seb Lyall and the teams behind 
last year’s controversial owl 
bar and Breaking Bad -themed 
pop-up ABQ”. 

Lyall told the Standard : “We 
believe people should get the 
chance to enjoy and experience 
a night out without any impuri¬ 
ties: no chemicals, no artificial 
colours, no electricity, no gas, 
no phone and even no clothes 
if they wish to. The idea is to 
experience true liberation.” 
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Fighting for 
life: how war 
challenged 
medical care

SOME 57,000 casualties 
were sustained by British 
Forces on July 1,1916, the 
first day of the Battle of the 
Somme, creating huge and 
unprecedented medical 
challenges. 

Wounded: Conflict, Casual¬ 
ties and Care, a new exhibition 
opening at the Science Museum 
in south Kensington on June 29, 
will commemorate the 100th 
anniversary of this battle and the 
remarkable innovations in med¬ 
ical practices and technologies 
that developed as a result of this 
new kind of industrialised war¬ 
fare. 

During the First World War 
ten million combatants were 
killed, but double that number 
were wounded and millions 
were left disabled, disfigured or 
traumatised by their experi¬ 
ences. 

The challenges were im¬ 
mense. For medical personnel 
near the front line treating blood 
loss and infection was the im¬ 
mediate priority in order to save 
lives. However, medics also en¬ 
countered new forms of physi¬ 
cal and mental wounding on a 
scale that had never been seen 
before, creating huge numbers 
of veterans returning home with 
serious long-term care needs. 

At the centre of the exhibi¬ 
tion will be a remarkable collec¬ 
tion of historic objects from the 
Science Museum’s First World 
War medical collections, illus¬ 
trating the stories of the 
wounded and those who cared 
for them. From stretchers 
adapted for use in narrow 
trenches to made-to-measure ar¬ 


tificial arms fitted back in 
British hospitals, medical tech¬ 
nologies, techniques and strate¬ 
gies were pioneered or adapted 
throughout the war to help the 
wounded along each stage of 
rescue and treatment. 

Visitors will also see unique 
lucky charms and improvised 
personal protective items car¬ 
ried by soldiers on the frontline 
alongside examples of official 
frontline medical equipment. 

Exhibition curator Stewart 
Emmens said: “The Science 
Museum’s First World War 
medical collections provide a 
fascinating insight into the way 
medical practices and technolo¬ 
gies were adapted and devel¬ 
oped to cope with the 
unprecedented scale and sever¬ 
ity of wounding between 1914 
and 1918. 

Visitors to Wounded will also 
have a rare opportunity to see 
important artworks from the pe¬ 
riod that help us understand the 
experience of the soldiers, in¬ 
cluding famous pastel drawings 
of facial injuries by Henry 
Tonks, from the Royal College 
of Surgeons, and a painting by 
John Lavery in 1914 that cap¬ 
tures the arrival of the first 
British wounded soldiers at the 
London Hospital.” 

Beyond the battlefields and 
field hospitals, Wounded will 
look at developments in the 
longer term treatment and care 
of the hundreds of thousands of 
soldiers back home who had 
suffered life changing physical 
and mental wounds. 

By the end of 1918, over 
30,000 war pensions had been 
awarded for shell shock, a fig¬ 
ure that rose dramatically in the 
years to come as the huge psy¬ 
chological cost of the war was

recognised by military and civil¬ 
ian authorities. As exhibition 
visitors will discover, the post 
war period saw the creation of 
new medical and welfare insti¬ 
tutes and organisations and 
gradual improvements in the 
specialist forms of care and re¬ 
habilitation available. 

However, treatment and atti¬ 
tudes towards mental wounding 
varied greatly, with many re¬ 
turning soldiers 
reluctant to

seek outside help or dependant 
on charitable support. 

Warfare has changed dramat¬ 
ically over the last one hundred 
years, but similarities remain 
with the military medical chal¬ 
lenges faced today, both through 
the experiences of the wounded 
and in their treatment and care. 
The Wounded exhibition team 
has worked closely with two 
UK charities that were formed 
during the First World War, 
Combat Stress and Blind Veter¬ 
ans UK, to draw out these par¬ 
allels and share the personal 
experiences of soldiers 
wounded in more recent con¬ 
flicts. 

Sue Freeth, chief executive of 
Combat Stress, said: “We are 
extremely grateful to the Sci¬ 
ence Museum for giving six of 
our veterans the opportunity to 
participate in developing the 
Wounded exhibition. 


“They all developed Post 
Traumatic Stress Disorder 
(PTSD) after serving in Iraq and 
Afghanistan and have shown 
great courage in sharing their 
experiences with the Museum to 
create a personal display that 
represents their trauma. 

“I believe the exhibition will 
raise awareness about PTSD 
and create greater understand¬ 
ing of the impact war can have 
on the mental health of service 
personnel.” 

■ Wounded: Conflict, Casual¬ 
ties and Care will be free to visit 
and opens on Wednesday, June 
29 until early 2018. 

The exhibition has been made 
possible by a £100,000 grant 
from the Heritage Lottery Fund, 
with additional support from 
The Eranda Rothschild Founda¬ 
tion.

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Troubadour relives big gigs 


KENSINGTON’S famous Trouba¬ 
dour club has come up with a good 
idea that could see re-runs of the 
legendary performances there by 
some of the biggest acts in rock 
and roll, writes Geoff Baker.

MP warns BBC must 
do more on diversity

THE BBC must be made to 
ensure its programmes and 
staff reflect the UK’s diver¬ 
sity, a London MP has said. 

David Lammy, Labour’s for¬ 
mer culture minister, criticised 
the corporation for hiring the 
“same old faces, from the same 
old schools to the same old jobs” 
and warned he believes it is in 
“trouble”. 

The MP for Tottenham hit out 
at the lack of progress in boost¬ 
ing black, Asian and minority 
ethnic (BAME) representation 
within the BBC, suggesting 
many employees fear they will 
be labelled a “troublemaker” if 
they speak up. 

Mr Lammy added that the 
BBC’s new charter must redress 
the issue and prevent people 
from BAME backgrounds turn¬ 
ing to “mother tongue cable sta¬ 
tions” as they are not 
represented by the public broad¬ 
caster, noting the UK’s Chinese 
community is “totally invisible”. 

Leading a House of Com¬ 
mons debate on BBC diversity, 


Mr Lammy said: “I am a friend 
of the BBC. I love its output. But 
today my remarks are strong be¬ 
cause I think my friend is in 
trouble. 

“Too many people from eth¬ 
nic minority backgrounds work¬ 
ing in the organisation have 
contacted my office over the last 
few weeks to say that they can¬ 
not speak up because they do not 
want to be labelled a trouble¬ 
maker. 

“Well, I’ve got no problem 
being called a troublemaker, and 
that’s why I and so many col¬ 
leagues are in this House to 
speak up on their behalf.” 

Mr Lammy said the BBC ran 
29 initiatives aimed at black and 
ethnic minorities between 1999 
and 2014, although he warned 
the situation is not improving. 

MPs heard the total propor¬ 
tion of the BBC’s workforce that 
was from a BAME background 
was 12.2 per cent compared with 
13.1 per cent in 2015. 

But Mr Lammy voiced con¬ 
cerns about the lack of diversity 
in management roles. 

He said: “We all go into 
Broadcasting House and see the 
security, see black staff at the 


junior ends, but walk into that 
newsroom, think about the edi¬ 
torial decisions that are being 
made, and ask yourself, is that 
really representative of our 
country as a whole?” 

Mr Lammy praised the diver¬ 
sity of children’s television, 
BBC Three and documentaries, 
but said: “Let’s take the head¬ 
lines around the BBC’s new 
drama Undercover - it’s a great 
drama. But they announced with 
great fanfare ‘the first time 
we’ve had a drama with two 
black leads’ in 2016. 

“That wasn’t news in the 20th 
century, let alone this century.” 

Mr Lammy said he wants 
ministers to put diversity “front 
and centre” of the debates sur¬ 
rounding the new BBC charter. 

A BBC spokesman said: “We 
are making good progress in our 
work to make the BBC a truly 
diverse organisation, but there’s 
more to do and we’re always 
keen to improve. 

“Almost half of our work¬ 
force is made up of women and 
the proportion of our workforce 
who are black, Asian and other 
ethnic minority is at an all-time 
high.” 
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Sadiq is odds-on favourite to be next mayor

BOOKMAKERS have 
placed their bets on who 
will win the race to be the 
next Mayor of London - 
and they all agree that 
Sadiq Khan is going to 
walk it. 

According to the bookies, 
the vote on May 5 will be a 
one-horse race - with the 
Labour candidate reckoned to 
be 90 per cent likely to win. 

The bookmakers agree that 
Mr Khan’s closest rival, Con¬ 
servative Zac Goldsmith, has 
only an 18 per cent chance of 
becoming Mayor, at best. 

Mr Khan, who gives an ex¬ 
clusive interview to London 
Weekly News reporter Jack 
Dixon on Page 2, is tipped to 
romp home into the mayor’s 
parlour with odds of 1/10 on 
his win, as opposed to 9/2 for 
Mr Goldsmith. 

As for the rest of the candi¬ 
dates - including Green Sian 
Berry, Lib-Dem Caroline Pid- 
geon, Respect’s George Gal¬ 
loway and UKIP’s Peter 
Whittle - the bookies calculate 
they are such outsiders that 
they haven’t got a hope. 

The best odds being offered 
for any of the candidates other 
than Mr Khan and Mr Gold¬ 
smith are 50/1 at William Hill 
for Mr Galloway - that’s a 1.9 
per cent likelihood of replacing 
Boris Johnson at City Hall. 

The odds from Ladbrokes on 
Ms Berry becoming London’s 
first Green Mayor are 200/1, a 
somewhat slim chance of 0.49 
per cent but considerably better 
than the 1000/1 that the same 
bookmaker is offering on Paul 
Golding, the Far Right candi¬ 
date reckoned by Ladbrokes to 
have all of 0.09 per cent likeli¬ 
hood of winning over London 
voters. 

According to betting profes¬ 
sionals - who stand to lose a 
fortune if their calculations are 
wrong - the result of the may- 
oral election will see London 
definitely continue its swing to 
the Left, with new Mayor Khan 
continuing the trend of last 
year’s General Election when 
Labour won 63 per cent of the 
London seats in Parliament, 45 
of the city’s 73 constituencies - 
as opposed to the Tories’ 27. 

The bookies’ bet on a Khan 
win reveals a much greater gap 
between him and Richmond 
MP Mr Goldsmith than the 
polls are claiming. 

Last week a YouGov survey 
for the Evening Standard put 
support for Mr Goldsmith at 20 
per cent with Mr Khan on 31 
per cent. 

Although a quarter of Lon¬ 
doners told the pollsters that 
they don’t know which way 
they will vote, the bookies are 
certain of a Labour win - can 
the Tooting MP win it? Yes, he 
Khan. 

Laurence Janta-Lipinski of 
YouGov told the Standard : 
“Sadiq is on course for victory, 
built on his party’s core vote, 
while Zac Goldsmith is left 
with a mountain to climb.”

But according to the big 
bookmakers, never mind just a 
mountain, Mr Goldsmith is 
looking at having to scale the 
entire Himalayas, plus the 
Andes and the Blue Ridge 
Mountains of Virginia. 

Across the betting board, Mr 
Khan is the runaway favourite. 

William Hill has posted odds 
of 1/8 on Mr Khan, making 
him 88 per cent likely to win. 
Their odds for Mr Goldsmith 
are 9/2, an 18 per cent chance 
of becoming Mayor. 

Paddy Power is citing 1/10 
on Mr Khan, a 90 per cent cer¬ 
tainty, and opposed to 5/1 or a 
16 per cent likelihood on Mr 
Goldsmith winning. 

Sky Bet is offering 1/7 on 
Mr Khan and 9/2 on Mr Gold¬ 
smith. Ladbrokes list Mr Khan 
at 1/8 and Mr Goldsmith at 5/1. 
At Coral the odds are 1/8 for 
Khan and 9/2 Goldsmith. Net 
Bet list 2/17 for the Labour 
man and 5/1 for the Tory and 
Bet Victor say it’s 1/7 Khan, 
9/2 Goldsmith. 

The predictions are the same 
entirely across 21 big book¬ 
makers taking online bets on 
the Mayor election result, it’s 
Khan by a mile. 

If the bookies are right, then 
according to Mr Khan’s mani¬ 
festo London can expect:

■ More affordable homes 
being built

Mr Khan has also an¬ 
nounced new plans for his 
‘safer city’ drive to ‘put a stop 
to the madness’ of rising vio¬ 
lent crime in London. 

Latest crime figures show 
that violent crime against the 
person has increased by nearly 
15 per cent in the capital over 
the last year. In Kensington 
and Chelsea violent crime has 
increase by 13.8 per cent over 
the last year. 

But the detection rate for vi¬ 
olent crime in London has 
fallen by 29 per cent in Lon¬ 
don, since 2008. At the same 
time local community policing 
has decreased by 74 per cent in 
Kensington and Chelsea, and 
by over 60 per cent in all of 
London. 

Mr Khan has outlined a 10- 
point plan for tackling violent 
crime in the capital, with a spe¬ 
cial focus on getting to grips 
with knife crime: 

1 Ensure better ‘mapping’ of 
London’s gangs. Making bor¬ 
ough police commanders main¬ 
tain a comprehensive map of 
gangs, community leaders, po¬ 
tential mentors, informants and 
young people at risk of joining 
gangs - ensuring knowledge is 
passed on when individual of¬ 
ficers move on. 

2 Ensure stricter enforcement 
of current laws which mean 
that shops selling knives to 
children can face up to six 
months and/or a fine of £5,000 

- and backing calls for the in¬ 
troduction of a licensing 
scheme for knives in England - 
as is already in place in Scot¬ 
land. 

3 Demand new powers for the 
Mayor to introduce tougher 
community payback schemes 
for those caught with knives - 
on top of jail time and tradi¬ 
tional sentencing. 

4 Make prevention pro¬ 
grammes more effective - 
working closely with local au¬ 
thorities, schools and youth 
services to develop anti-gang 
strategies, while working with 
community organisations to 
further youth engagement, 
building upon a review of the 
anti-gang Matrix system. This 
will include reinvigorating 
safer school partnerships which 
have been allowed to wither 
under the Tories. 

5 Make hospitals record and 
share knife wound data - as 
they already do for gunshot 
wounds - ensuring we know 
the true scale of the problem. 

6 Initiate a more intelligence- 
led use of stop and search pow¬ 
ers. Ensuring all stop and 
searches are based on actual in¬ 
telligence rather than profiling 

- in order to increase the per¬ 
centage that lead to the discov¬ 
ery of a knife and an arrest, 
without increasing the overall 
usage of the power, which can 
damage community relations 
with the police. 

7 Ensure that the restoration of 
real neighbourhood policing is 
the top priority for the Met, 


maintaining the role of officers 
as a visible local presence, help¬ 
ing to prevent and detect crime. 

8 Improve the experiences of 
victims of crime by introducing 
an online Track My Crime portal 
to give victims information on 
progress on their case, and ap¬ 
point an independent Victims 
Commissioner to stand up for 
victims across the capital. 

9 Roll out the use of body cam¬ 
eras worn by the police, encour¬ 
aging community confidence in 


policing and the capturing of 
crucial evidence. 

10 Ensure the Met has the armed 
response officers and vehicles it 
needs. 

Mr Khan said: “We simply 
must put a stop to the madness of 
violent crime on London’s 
streets .That has to start with fac¬ 
ing facts - this is a problem that 
is getting worse rather than bet¬ 
ter. 

“People in boroughs like 
Kensington and Chelsea are fac¬ 


ing a double-whammy - not only 
is violent crime rising, but at the 
same time fewer violent crimi¬ 
nals are being caught. That’s a 
slap in the face to Londoners. 

“As Mayor I will get tough on 
violent crime - with a particular 
focus on knife crime. We’ll map 
London’s gangs, make it harder 
for kids to buy knives, introduce 
tough community payback 
schemes and improve the infor¬ 
mation available to the emer¬ 
gency services.”

THIS year marks the cen¬ 
tenary of Edward John¬ 
ston’s famous London 
Underground font, one of 
the city’s most powerful 
and best-loved pieces of 
branding. 

The story of the Johnston 
typeface goes back to before 
the First World War, to 1913, 
when Frank Pick, London Un¬ 
derground Railway’s commer¬ 
cial manager, first 
commissioned the design of 
brand new lettering for the net¬ 
work. Pick’s influence on Lon¬ 
don Underground’s design 
credentials has long been 
recognised - he briefed many 
of the most significant artists 
and designers of the time, from 
Man Ray to Abram Games, to 
create posters to promote the 
rail company - but the Johnston 
typeface is surely among his 
most important commissions, 
becoming over time to be seen 
as ‘London’s handwriting’. 

It first appeared in 1916 - 
having been delayed by the out¬ 
break of the 1914-18 conflict - 
in signage that was initially 
painted by hand. Wood-letter 
printing blocks were then made 
in 1917, making it easier and 
quicker to reproduce the letter¬ 
ing across the ever-expanding 
London Underground. The 
typeface has been adapted only 
once: in 1979 Eiichi Kono, then 
working at London agency 


Banks & Miles, redesigned and 
expanded it, creating New 
Johnston, which is used across 
all of TfL’s communications 
today. 

Johnston’s remit in 1916 was 
to unite the London Under¬ 
ground Group, the different 
companies all using the same 
rails and tunnels, explains 
Donna Steel, curator of a new 


exhibition about Johnston and 
his influence on printing at the 
Ditchling Museum of Arts and 
Crafts in East Sussex. 

She adds: “All the advertis¬ 
ing, all the signage was all 
completely different - there 
was this cacophony of letters. 
Johnston applied the propor¬ 
tions of Roman capital letters to 
his typeface, so it was rooted in 


history, rooted in traditional 
calligraphy. But it had an ele¬ 
gance and a simplicity that ab¬ 
solutely fitted the modem age.” 

The new typeface was called 
Johnston Sans - the “sans” 
meaning “sans serifs” or “with¬ 
out serifs”. 

Until then, printed script 
tried to reproduce the calli¬ 
graphic fancies of Victorian 


handwriting, with its decorative 
curls and flourishes, known as 
“serifs” in printer’s jargon. The 
new letters deliberately left out 
the flourishes. 

“Having the serifs on makes 
things more difficult to read, 
there's more for the eye to take 
on,” says Steel. “Johnston Sans 
combined readable-ness, 
beauty, simplicity. It’s reassur¬ 
ing, which is so important 
when we’re travelling, because 
when we’re travelling we’re 
vulnerable. With Johnston, the 
typeface is confident and it re¬ 
assures us. We know when 
we’ve got the right place and 
his message is clear.” 

Johnston was born in 
Uruguay where his father was a 
soldier and brought up by 
aunts. But he went on to lead a 
quiet, married life at the arts 
and crafts centre he established 
at Ditchling with his former 
pupil, Eric Gill. 

It was Gill’s development of 
Edward Johnston’s design, 
turning Johnston Sans into Gill 
Sans, that created the typeface 
for the modern age. 

Penguin Books adopted Gill 
Sans for the paperback series 
that began to fill bookshelves. 

To adapt Johnston Sans to 
new printing technology that 
emerged in the 1970s, London 
Transport engaged designer Ei¬ 
ichi Kono, who changed the di¬ 
mensions very slightly, but 
what you see on London’s Un¬ 
derground today is essentially 
what Johnston drew by hand 
100 years ago.

LONDON schoolchildren are 
being invited to put pen to 
paper for a national story writing 
competition aimed at 
encouraging families to keep 
bedtime reading at the heart of 
their night time routine. 

Nearly a third of parents only 
read their children a bedtime 
story once a week or less, despite 
83 per cent of children saying 
they enjoy being read aloud to 
and 68 per cent describing it as a 
special time with their parents. 

The Sleepy Stories by 
Silentnight competition asks 
children aged six to 12 to submit 
a short story of between 250 and 
500 words that features the 
brand's mascots, Hippo and 
Duck. 

Bestselling children's author 
Anne Fine will choose the 
winning story, which will then be 
illustrated and published with 
her foreword. 

The finished book will be 
presented to the winner at a 
special celebration ceremony at 
their school hosted by Anne.

Extra burden 
on nurses in 
GP surgeries

NURSES in general prac¬ 
tice in London are working 
longer hours and say they 
have greater workloads 
than counterparts in other 
areas, a new study has re¬ 
vealed. 

The report, published by the 
Queen’s Nursing Institute, 
paints a worrying picture of the 
strain on nurses in GP surgeries 
across the capital, with nearly 
two thirds reporting their nurs¬ 
ing team did not have the right 
number of qualified staff to 
meet patients’ needs. 

It also raises concerns about 
the future of general practice 
nursing in London, with fewer 
surgeries offering practice 


placements to nursing students. 

The report is based on the 
QNI’s national survey of more 
than 3,400 practice nurses car¬ 
ried out last year and published 
in January. More than 11 per 
cent - 382 practice nurses - 
said they worked in London. 
Analysis of the main survey 
findings shows a number of dif¬ 
ferences between London and 
the UK as a whole. 

“The survey responses from 
general practice nurses working 
in London are reflective of the 
overall UK responses in several 
areas, including workforce pro¬ 
file, satisfaction with salary, re¬ 
ceipt of annual appraisals and 
support for professional devel¬ 
opment,” said the report - Gen¬ 
eral Practice Nursing: A Time 
Of Opportunity in the 21st Cen¬ 
tury. 


“However, London respon¬ 
dents reported working more 
hours per week, more unpaid 
overtime and greater workload 
pressures,” it stated. 

The survey found 27 per cent 
of practice nurses in London 
have more than one job com¬ 
pared to 23 per cent nationwide. 

A greater proportion worked 
between 26 to 40 hours per 
week for their main job - nearly 
32 per cent compared to nearly 
23 per cent in the UK as a 
whole.

Meanwhile, more than half - 
51 per cent - of practice nurses 
in the capital work evening ses¬ 
sions, compared to around a 
third nationwide. 

In general, practice nurses 
working in London said they 
worked a greater number of 
hours of unpaid overtime per 
week compared to respondents 
across the UK. 

The report also highlighted 


concerns about staffing, with a 
higher proportion of general 
practice nurses in London - 64 
per cent - reporting their nurs¬ 
ing team did not have the right 
number of appropriately quali¬ 
fied and training staff to meet 
the growing needs of patients. 
That compares to 55 per cent 
across the UK. 

When it came to effective 
communication with other serv¬ 
ices - such as discharge plan¬ 
ning services, specialist nurse 
services, emergency services, 
and mental health services - ex¬ 
periences of nurses in London 
were very similar to elsewhere. 

But there was a notable dif¬ 
ference around liaison with dis¬ 
trict nurses, with a larger 
proportion of London nurses 
rating communication as 
“poor” or “very poor”. 

The QNI has previously re¬ 
ported on the extremely low 
numbers of district nurses in 
London undertaking the spe¬ 
cialist practice qualification in 
district nursing - although the 
situation is improving. 

One of the most worrying 
findings was a dearth of prac¬ 
tice placements for nursing stu¬ 
dents, said report author and 
QNI chief executive Crystal 
Oldman. While the proportion 
of surgeries welcoming medical 
students was broadly similar to 


the rest of the UK, less than a 
fifth - 19.2 per cent - of nurses 
in London said their practice of¬ 
fered placements to pre-regis¬ 
tration nursing students 
compared to 27 per cent nation¬ 
wide. 

“Despite the slightly greater 
proportion of NMC-qualified 
mentors reported in London, 
less than a fifth of London re¬ 
spondents said their practice 
provided placements for pre¬ 
registration nursing students, 
even fewer than for the UK as a 
whole,” said Dr Oldman. “This 
is of particular concern, espe¬ 
cially given that more than a 
third of general practice nurses 
in London plan to retire by 
2020 .” 

The report called for an in¬ 
crease in the number place¬ 
ments for student nurses who 
expressed an interest in pursu¬ 
ing a career in primary care. 

Other recommendations in¬ 
clude the need to look at the 
“current and potentially greater 
contribution of general practice 
nurses, including nurse practi¬ 
tioners in meeting the health 
needs of London’s population”, 
especially given declining GP 
numbers. 

The report was presented by 
Dr Oldman at the Londonwide 
Local Medical Committees’ an¬ 
nual conference. 



Firms fined 
over asbestos 

TWO companies have been fined 
after asbestos was disturbed 
during refurbishment work. 

Westminster Magistrates' 

Court heard how two employees 
of 24-Hour Maintenance Services 
Limited disturbed asbestos 
insulating board whilst they 
were doing refurbishment work 
at a former commercial premises 
undergoing conversion into flats, 
in Romford. 

An investigation by the Health 
and Safety Executive into the 
incident, which occurred 
between mid-July 2014 and 
August 11,2014 found that the 
client had not passed on the 
details of the presence of 
asbestos to the contractor, 
despite prior knowledge. 

No refurbishment and 
demolition survey was 
conducted to determine the 
presence of asbestos on the site. 
The two workers stripped out 
the asbestos insulating board 
without any effective 
precautions and therefore 
received significant exposure to 
asbestos fibres. 

Asbestos can be found in any 
building built before the year 
2000. A refurbishment / 
demolition asbestos survey is 
required where the premises, or 
part of it, need upgrading, 
refurbishment or demolition, 
says the HSE. 

Firestone Estates Limited, of 
Tolpits Lane, Watford,

Borough hails 
war siege hero 

RESIDENTS and visitors to the 
Royal Borough of Kensington 
and Chelsea joined the council in 
remembering local war hero 
Humphrey Osbaldston Brooke 
Firman VC at a special ceremony 
yesterday, Monday, April 25 - 
100 years after his act of valour 
during the First World War. 

Starting at 11 am on the paved 
square outside south Kensington 
station, the focus of the 
ceremony was the unveiling of a 
special paving stone to 
commemorate Firman's action at 
the Siege of Kut on April 24, 

1916, for which he received a 
Victoria Cross. 

Born in Kensington on 
November 24,1886, Humphrey 
Firman was a lieutenant in the 
Royal Navy during the First World 
War. 

He was 29 when he 
volunteered to lead the crew of 
the Royal Naval Volunteer 
Reserve SS Julnar on a mission to 
get 270 tons of supplies through 
to forces besieged in Kut-el- 
Amara, in present-day Iraq. 

The unveiling was part of the 
nationwide campaign to honour 
Victoria Cross recipients from the 
First World War by laying 
commemorative paving stones 
in their birthplace on the 
centenary of their awards. 

A total of 628 Victoria Crosses 
were awarded during the First 
World War.

AS the Duke and Duchess 
of Cambridge this week 
celebrate their fifth wed¬ 
ding anniversary they can 
be happy in the knowledge 
that not since the days of 
Beatlemania has anyone 
done so much for the cash- 
in market of bandwagon 
opportunism. 

From the production of some 
of the world’s most-expensive 
whisky to the manufacture of 
complete and utter tat, William 
and Kate have enabled hundreds 
of cottage industries to do more 
than alright off the back of the 
royal romance. 

And with the fifth anniversary 
now upon us the souvenir indus¬ 
try is booming again as designers 
create the most bizarre merchan¬ 
dise aimed to appeal to the royal 
couples’ millions of fans world¬ 
wide. 

It is said that in the Sixties The 
Beatles lost out on tens of mil¬ 
lions of pounds in royalties from 
unlicensed souvenirs and one 
suspects that William and Kate 
are in the same boat, by rights 
owed a fortune in a percentage 


that they do not take from the 
sales of unofficial merchandise. 

Although William and Kate 
have welcomed the mass produc¬ 
tion of all manner of items with 
their faces on them - saying 
through their spokesmen that 
“we recognise there is a long and 
happy history of people produc¬ 
ing souvenirs to mark royal oc¬ 
casions” - little could they have 
imagined on their wedding day

what a massive business their 
marriage would spawn. 

From William and Kate “por¬ 
trait pizzas”, where the toppings 
are arranged to vaguely resemble 
the couple, to the questionable 
taste of William and Kate sick 
bags, which feature their picture 
above a slogan “Throne Up”, 
there appears to be no end of Del 
Boyism linked to the popular 
pair. 

Now a mother-of-four from 
Phoenix, Arizona has launched 
a website - www.williamand- 
katesouvenirs - which brings 
all of the W&K memorabilia 
and merchandise under the 
roof of a one-stop online shop 
offering thousands of items of 
everything that royal fanatics 
could wish for. 

Mind you, being a Kate su¬ 
perfan doesn’t come cheap 
these days and a fat wallet is 
needed to afford some of the 
higher end items for sale. 

Take for instance the Port 
Ellen whisky created to cel¬ 
ebrate William and Kate. An 
Islay single malt with a hefty 
alcohol content of 53 per 
cent, it’s yours for £3,023. 
At pub measures, that works out 
at around £133 a shot. 

Or how about a mosaic made 
by 4,200 glass tiles depicting The 
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Kiss, the newly-weds’ famous 
snog on the balcony of Bucking¬ 
ham Palace on April 29th 2011? 
At 90cm x 79cm, it’s easy to 
hang on your wall and will only 
set you back £4,250. 

For a little bit more, Kate fans 
can buy an original portrait by 
Antonio Sciacca, professor of 
painting at the Academy of Art 
and Restoration in Catania. 

Although, in my opinion, the 
doubtless-prized study looks 
only vaguely like her, at £4,500 
it is probably a sound investment 
to trot out on some future An¬ 
tiques Roadshow and is some¬ 
thing of a vast improvement on 
the “superb original Martin 
Davis ‘Unofficial Kate’ Middle- 
ton Royal Oil Painting” up for 
grabs for £525. 

Whilst it would be unfair to 
suggest that hours of fun could 
be had guessing of whom it is a 
painting of, it is probably not the 
face that the Duchess immedi¬ 
ately recognises in her bathroom 
mirror. 

Although it was recently re¬ 
ported that the Duchess quite un¬ 
derstandably did not want 
replicas of her engagement ring 
being sold on official websites, a 
white gold, blue sapphire and di¬ 
amond replica is available on the 
Arizona-based site, a snip at 
£ 2 , 112 . 

It is arguable whether the 
Duchess may be most upset by 
the replica rings being hawked 
about at varying prices - there is 
a £19.74 version also available - 
or whether she may be more em¬ 
barrassed by the “Curvy Kate 
Portia Thong”, £9.99 and just 
one of a number of G-strings, 
knickers and bras being mar¬ 
keted as the Duchess of Cam¬ 
bridge underwear collection 
which we are rather confident 
that Kensington Palace has not 
officially endorsed. 

We are also pretty sure that 
the Palace has not given its 
blessing either to the £14.10 
“Ladies Sexy Bavarian Beer Girl 
German Serving Maid Fancy 
Dress Costume” which is also 
included in the Kate Collection 
and we wonder what on earth the 
Americans, famed for their ef¬ 
fortless good taste, are suggest¬ 
ing by its inclusion. 

The range of William and 
Kate “inspired” items now avail¬ 
able is astonishing; from bird 
houses to cushion covers, fridge 
magnets, garden gnomes, dollar 
coins, lifesize cardboard cutouts, 
hoodies, ashtrays [neither of 
them smoke], blankets, 
brooches, cufflinks, dolls - from 
new £85 Mua Mua Giga Dolls 
which have the distinction of 
looking nothing like anybody, let 
alone the royal couple, to £1,764 
dolls from the Franklin Mint - 
china, glass, pillows, tablecloths, 
jigsaws, wedding cake, toffee, 
clocks, scarves, hats, fascinators, 
there’s a whole Harrods of stuff 
with their name on it, including 
something called “Kate’s per¬ 
fume”, which we are reasonably 
sure if nothing of the kind. 

Somebody is making a lot of 
money and it’s our bet that it’s 
not the Duke and Duchess of 
Cambridge. 
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A T a time when doping 
scandals have outraged the 
world of athletics and 
shamed many sport stars, Prince 
Harry is poised to create a huge 
following for the new heroes of 
the games - with sports fans 
switching their admiration from 
the cheats to the cheated. 

The cheated are those cheated by 
life, the wounded, injured and sick ser¬ 
vicemen and women who will become 
sport’s new idols when Harry’s Invictus 
Games are given blanket TV coverage 
around the globe next month, writes 
Geoff Baker. 

BBC1 is clearing its schedules to 
provide two weeks of unprecedented 
coverage of the Games, with three 
hours of documentaries in the walk-up 
to the glorious spectacle, which will see 
500 warrior athletes from 15 countries 
compete in Orlando, Florida, and live 
broadcasts of the events from May 9 to 
13. 

Never in the history of Paralympic- 
style sports will the world have seen 
anything like the Invictus Games, 
which were devised and founded by 
Prince Harry. 

Media analysts believe that such will 
be the massive TV coverage of the 
Games - with US cable channel screen¬ 
ing them to 94 million homes in the 
States and to 200 other countries be¬ 
sides - that it will create a whole new 
fanbase for the new-style sporting stars. 

Traditional athletics have lost much 
of their honour in recent years with 
doping outrages causing shame in 
sprinting, marathon, cycling, swim¬ 
ming, hammer throwing, discus, hur¬ 
dling, middle distance running, high 
jump, decathlon, javelin, heptathlon, 
shot put, pole vault and long jump, with 
records listing hundreds of athletes who 
have been banned for breaking the 
rules. 

But none of the able-bodied cheats 
can hold a candle to what the heroes of 
the Invictus Games have endured and 
the guts of these men and women who 
have overcome appalling odds are ex¬ 
pected to bring honour and glory back 
to sport. 

The anticipated salute of sports fans 
around the world for the Invictus he¬ 
roes is predicted by Guy Freeman, the 
executive producer of the BBC’s cov¬ 
erage. 

“Each and every competitor has a 
unique story to tell, but what shines 
through everyone is the power of the 
human spirit and camaraderie to over¬ 
come adversity which cannot help but 
inspire,” said Mr Freeman. 

Gabby Logan, who will present the 
live studio coverage of the Games each 
week night on BBC1, added: “I am ho¬ 
noured to be bringing audiences at 
home all of the drama and excitement 
from the Invictus Games. It will be 
amazing to support all of the competi¬ 
tors and to shine a light on their phe¬ 
nomenal achievements.” 

Many are those who believe that 
Prince Harry should receive some spe¬ 
cial gong himself - like the Order of the 
Garter - in recognition for what he is 
achieving in giving pride and hope and 
a world platform to wounded warriors 
through his Games, at which the UK 
will be represented by a team of 110 
veterans and serving men and women. 

Harry first had the idea for the 
Games in 2008, when he was flying 
home with three fellow Servicemen, 
wounded and in induced comas, after 
service in Helmond Province, 
Afghanistan. 

In 2014 he inaugurated the Invictus 
Games in London and now, with the 
support of President and Michelle 
Obama, he is taking the Games to the 
huge new presentation in the USA, 
where it will be backed by the colossal

clout of the Walt Disney organisation. 

The US staging of the Games has a 
special significance for raising spirits, 
for the US Department of Veteran Af¬ 
fairs calculates that 8,000 despairing 
military veterans take their own lives 
every year, 22 a day. The Games will 
inspire many in danger of also losing 
hope. 

“These Games are about the power 
that sport has in rehabilitation,” said 
Prince Harry. 


“When I spoke to some of the in¬ 
jured guys I was completely convinced 
that this was something we should do - 
a multi-sport, international event. 

“I have no doubt that the USA will 
set the bar even higher than London did 
and put on a great show.” 

Harry has been working flat out be¬ 
hind the scenes to ensure that the Invic¬ 
tus Games are launched spectacularly 
in Florida. US Army helicopters and 
US Navy Hornet fighter aircraft will 


take part in the opening ceremony on 
May 8th, which will see performances 
by James Blunt, classical soprano 
Laura Wright, country stars Rascal 
Fletts, hip hop idol Flo Rida, American 
Idol Phillip Phillips, Jordan Smith of 
The Voice and The Vetted, the ac¬ 
claimed rock band of wounded war¬ 
riors. 

The Games will see teams from 
Afghanistan, Australia, Canada, Den¬ 
mark, Estonia, France, Georgia, Ger¬ 
many, Holland, Iraq, Italy, Jordan, New 
Zealand, the UK and USA compete in 
sports including archery, indoor row¬ 
ing, powerlifting, cycling, volleyball, 
swimming, track and field, wheelchair 
basketball, wheelchair rugby and 
wheelchair tennis. 

The UK team will be led by David 
Wiseman, who was shot in the chest 
while conducting a patrol in 
Afghanistan that came into contact 
with the Taliban. The bullet ricocheted 
around before coming to rest in his 
right lung, where it still is to this day. 
In 2012 he was diagnosed with Post 
Traumatic Stress Disorder. At the 2014 
Invictus Games he competed in the 
swimming events, where he won two 
gold and two silver medals. 

Joining him in the UK squad will be 
Michael Westwell, a former aircrew 
sergeant in the RAF who was also in¬ 
jured serving in Afghanistan. He suf¬ 
fered the prolapse of two discs in his

neck, temporary paralysis of his left 
arm and muscle wastage of his upper 
body. 

Sgt Westwell said: “I firmly believe 
in a strong head-strong body philoso¬ 
phy. The sence of achievement that I 
gain from taking part individually and 
as part of a team makes life worth liv¬ 
ing. 

“Seeing and motivating others to 
physically and mentally challenge 
themselves, and come out feeling better 
as a person, is what drives me on when 
it starts to get tough.” 

Also in the team which will inspire 
the nation is Stuart Robinson, who was 
serving in the RAF in 2013 when he 
was involved in an Improvised Explo¬ 
sive Device incident which resulted in 
the bi-lateral amputation of both of his 
legs, a nerve injury to his shoulder and 
a plate in his arm. Stuart is in the 
wheelchair rugby team and he says the 
sport has significantly helped his reha¬ 
bilitation. 

He said: “When I originally attended 
the 2014 Invictus Games trials, I was 
lacking in confidence in my ability in 
the sporting field and struggling to 
come to terms with the life-changing 
injuries I had sustained. 

“But having the 2016 Games to aim 
towards has given me purpose, drive 
and determination to overcome adver¬ 
sity.” 

In promoting the Invictus Games 
with President Obama at The White 
House, Prince Harry spelled out their 
importance in changing perceptions of 
physical and mental injury. 

“One thing we have to talk about 
more is breaking down these barriers 
around so-called invisible injuries, like 
post-traumatic stress, just as we have 
for physical injuries like the loss of a 
limb,” he said. 

“We have to help veterans to get the 
support they need, without fear of 
being judged or discriminated against. 
Not only is it OK to talk about it, we 
have to talk about it. 

“I hope that Invictus 2016 will re¬ 
mind people everywhere just how in¬ 
credible our Service personnel are, and 
how much of a positive contribution to 
society they make.” 

And the Games will go on. At the 
closing ceremony in Champion Sta¬ 
dium, Orlando, Prince Harry will lead 
the transfer of the Invictus Games flag 
to a delegation from Toronto, which, 
will host the 2017 Invictus Games. 

In announcing the Toronto games, 
Prince Harry said: “There will be 500 
unique stories of grit and determination 
on show in Orlando and everyone has 
given their all to make the team, to rep¬ 
resent their nation again and to prove 
what they can achieve post-injury. 

“Trust me, it will be an unbelievable 
few days. The last Invictus Games in 
London inspired tens of thousands of 
people and was enjoyed by millions of 
others around the world, you really will 
not want to miss this. I urge you all to 
support your nation’s competitors, now 
is the time to really start getting behind 
them. I always hoped that the Invictus 
story would continue after the London 
games and having seen so many new 
people benefit from their journey to Or¬ 
lando this year I definitely did not want 
it to end there. So I am delighted to an¬ 
nounce that the Invictus legacy will 
continue when Toronto hosts the third 
Invictus Games in September 2017. 
The Games in Toronto will have more 
competitors, more participating coun¬ 
tries, and more sports that ever before, 
and will even involve competing on 
ice. 

“But for now let’s look forward to 
what is just around the corner in Or¬ 
lando. It’s shaping up to be an incredi¬ 
ble event that will change lives.”

Is domestic violence the ‘everyday tale’ we want? 


T raditionalist fans of The 

Archers who are wondering 
when it will be safe to back to 
Ambridge - and not hear any more 
of the Rob and Helen story that has 
upset so many listeners - are in for a 
shock, the BBC says it could take 
years. 

Tens of thousands of longtime 
listeners have protested angrily that 
the BBC has turned the everyday 
story of country folk into a soapbox 
for raising awareness of wife bullying 
since the detested RobTitchener 
character began abusing his pregnant 
wife Helen, leading her to stab him 
and now be banged up awaiting a 
trial for attempted murder. 

Many fans have been bemoaning

the decision of The Archers editor Sean 
O'Connor to give the soap a social 
duty have taken to social media 
pleading for the agonising storyline 


I to end as they want the 

previously-gentle drama to return 
to the old days of baking fruitcake 
and cider-making. 

Fans have called for O'Connor 
to be fired over the sinister 
storyline that has made many 
turn off their radios as they can 
no longer stand to hear the 
menacing threats thatTitchener, 
J the most hated soap character 
since EastEnders' Dirty Den, was 
making to Helen until she shut him up 
with a carving knife. 

But Mr O'Connor, who is leaving 
Ambridge anyway to take over as the 
new boss of EastEnders, has revealed 
that those who cannot abide the 
nastiness will have a long, long wait 


before they can tune in again. 

So far the Rob and Helen storyline 
has been eked out over 900 episodes, 
says Mr O'Connor, but he warns, "this 
is just the beginning of the story". 

The BBC is now eagerly waiting to 
discover if the controversial plot has 
driven the soap's audience up or 
down and it will not know whether its 
gamble to make The Archers a social 
force for good has paid off until 
audience figures are calculated and 
released next month. 

But judging by social media 
activity, the indications are that the 
wife abuse has certainly got The 
Archers talked about like never before. 
Since March listeners'posts featuring 
the hashtag #The Archers have been 


made more than 110,000 times, as 
opposed to the approximately 30,000 
times that #Corrie has appeared as 
soapsters post about Coronation 
Street. 

However, nobody has yet 
calculated whether the 110,000 posts 
have been of the "hurrah for 
Ambridge" variety or, as is suspected, 
they have been largely damning the 
new "soap noir". 

The BBC hopes, of course, that the 
Rob and Helen tale will have boosted 
the show's audience of around five 
million. However, few in The Archers 
engorging promotions team are 
mentioning that the audience is 
significantly fewer than the 11 million 
who regularly tuned in in the Sixties, 


















P J HARVEY’S latest 
album was inspired by 
visits to war-ravaged 
Kosovo and a tour around 
Washington DC’s decaying 
public housing projects - but it 
was crafted and completed right 
here in London. 

The award-winning songwriter’s 
ninth LP shot to the top of the charts 
last week after a unique experiment 
that put Londoners at the heart of the 
recording process, writes Jack Dixon. 

Harvey, the critically-adored 
darling of British rock, ripped up the 
rulebook to allow fans inside the 
studio as she went to work on what 
would become The Hope Six 
Demolition Project. 

Obsessives were able to pull up a 
chair and watch the singer thrash out 
the album on public view, during a 
month-long residency at Somerset 
House in central London. 

As PJ and co slowly perfected the 
album’s 11 tracks, fans could observe 
the creative process in all its glory, 
through a specially-designed enclosed 


box covered in one-way glass. 

The ‘Recording in Progress’ 
sessions raised eyebrows when 
Harvey went back into the studio last 
January to follow up 2011 ’s 
massively successful Let England 
Shake. 

But 16 months later the finished 
product has finally arrived, earning 
the Dorset-born singer another raft of 
rave reviews. 

Tickets for the clever ‘art 
installation’ sold out within days as 
fans clamoured to experience 
Harvey’s creative process. 

And she is now reaping the 
rewards, after receiving almost 
universal acclaim for the album and 
earning a headline slot at the Field 
Day festival in Victoria Park in June. 

“She is one of those very few 
musicians who strikes me as a pure 
artist,” said Virgin EMI’s A&R chief 
Mike Smith, in a recent interview. 

“She is someone who gets up in the 
morning and wants to do something 
groundbreaking. They are the 
musicians you mark your life by.” 

The only artist to win British 


music’s most sought-after award - the 
Mercury Prize - on two separate 
occasions, Harvey has forged a 
reputation as one of our most 
celebrated creatives. 

No stranger to controversy, she has 
been a persistent prodder of the 
political status quo, cultivating an 
image among adoring fans who paint 
her as equal parts feminist, 
philosopher and folk 
figurehead. 

Her latest album 
continues to probe 
injustice, tackling the 
‘social cleansing’ of 
Washington’s ‘Hope 
VI’ regeneration 
programme. 

Her headline 
performance at 
Field Day, alongside 
the likes of Air, 

Roots Manuva and 
former Sonic Youth 
frontman Thurston 
Moore, is set to be one of 
the capital’s early summer 
highlights.

Absentee stars 
‘not the ticket’ 


T HE great star-vehicle theatre ticket debate 
was reopened once again last week, as yet 
another celebrity dared to take an evening 
off, writes Nicky Sweetland. 

69-year-old Hollywood star Glenn Close, who 
is currently performing in the English National 
Opera's Sunset Boulevard, was "indisposed" last 
Thursday night and so audiences at the 
London Coliseum were instead faced with 
seeing her understudy, Ria Jones, in the role of 
fading movie star Norma Desmond, a role for 
which Close had previously won a Tony award 
when she first portrayed it on Broadway in the 
1990s. 

The last-minute change of cast was 
announced to the auditorium before 
Wednesday night's performance and was met 
by a chorus of boos by many who had paid a 
pretty penny, up to £150 per ticket, to see the star 
and who subsequently demanded a refund. 

Little did they know, however, that they were 
actually going to be seeing the original Norma 
Desmond, as Ria Jones was the first person to ever 
play the role when the musical was devised by 
Lord Andrew Lloyd Webber. For some, however, 
this was no substitute and many angrily took to 
Twitter to demand their money back. 

This has once again reopened the debate about 
what we as theatre patrons are actually paying for 
when booking to see a show. Only weeks 
previously, one of Britain's most loved actresses, 
Sheridan Smith, found herself in the same boat 
when she needed to take a couple of nights off 
from her starring role in Funny Girl at the Menier 
Chocolate Factory. The star had just learned of her 
father's diagnosis with cancer and felt she needed 
some time to come to terms with the news. This 
sparked outrage among some theatre goers and 
led to Smith herself offering compensation to 
many who were disappointed at not to being able 
to see their idol. 

Funny Girl transferred to the Savoy last week, 
where Smith received rave reviews and a standing 
ovation for her opening night performance, but 
the question remains, if the need arises and the 
actress needs a day off, do ticket buyers have the 
right to demand a refund? When the Olivier award¬ 
winning Imelda Staunton was in the same theatre 




this time last year in the acclaimed 
production of Gypsy, she only took one night off 
through illness and the audience were offered a 
refund. 

What does this say about the performers who 
are taking over the leading roles in their stead? 
Many, like Ria Jones and Natasha Barnes, (Smith's 
understudy) are celebrated performers in their 
own right and just because they haven't reached 
the dizzy heights of celebrity adoration, it doesn't 
mean they won't give a fantastic show-stopping 
performance. 

Within theatre land, aficionados like to see other 
performers play the roles, in fact we often choose 
to see a show again, just so we can see a standby. 
So, have the theatre producers and PR agencies 
made a rod for their own back in first of all 
promoting a show solely on the star-turn and then 
offering refunds when the celeb needs break? If 
Kit Harrington suddenly gets a cold from being 
drenched in stage blood in just his pants in Dr 
Faustus at the Duke of York Theatre, are we going 
to be allowed to change our tickets to ensure we 
see this spectacle? 

A West End show is almost guaranteed to be 
filled with outstanding performances, with or 
without the named lead, so why not just enjoy the 
experience and glory in the depth of talent our 
theatreland has to offer?

Homelessness - 
the impact on children's lives 

Homelessness remains in the media spotlight, 
especially in light of the recent influx of refugees 
and asylum seekers The individual needs of 
babies and young children however, are largely 
overlooked in the broad scale of the overall 
problem. 

In 2015, the BBT and ihr NSIXX puhlnhed a report examining the trale and 
impact of homrlevsnrw on babies and their parents. They found that more 
than IS,000 nought tn-twn-year-aldx live in families classed as "statutorily 
homeless". 

Babies living in homeless families can be extremely vulnerable and their 
development is reliant on the quality of the care their parents are able to 
provide. For parents who are homeless, providing this care can be extremely 
difficult, especially as many types of homeless accommodation lack the 
important safety, cleanliness and facilities habies need in order to thrive. This 
can have a severe adverse effect on that baby's mental health later on in their 
life. 

According tu another government report, one in ten children aged between 
5 and 16 years have been adversely affected and many continue to have 
mental health problems into adulthood. Half of those with lifetime mental 
health problems first experience symptoms by the age of 14. The impact of 
homelessness early in a child's life is only likely to exacerbate this problem. 
Under the present regime however, this situation is only likely to get worse, 
and its long term effects may not be fully appreciated until this generation of 
children reach the age of adulthood.

Mustard’s custard is on the money 


I’M very fortunate to be invited 
to review an abundance of as¬ 
tounding foody havens, but last 
week I was treated to some¬ 
thing very special when I vis¬ 
ited Mustard on Shepherd’s 
Bush Road, writes Nicky 
Sweetland. 

Following rave reviews, I 
was intrigued to see what could 
make this new British-centric 
restaurant such a unique dining 
experience and the answer was, 
great service, a captivating at¬ 
mosphere and exquisite cuisine 
prepared with care and aplomb. 

I allowed my regardful and 
knowledgeable waiter to 
choose my menu and so I 
started with the totally delec¬ 
table air dried Cumbrian ham 
with spiced sage apple (£7.25) 
and following advice from my 


charming young attendee, cou¬ 
pled the dish with some slices 
of poppy seed bloomer & sea¬ 
weed butter (£2.95). I'm not or¬ 
dinarily a fan of butter 
products, but I can safely say, 
the seaweed butter was to die 
for. I then sampled a 28 day 
aged sirloin 8oz steak (£17.50) 
served with chips and added a 
house salad with mustard 
dressing (£2.95) to get some 
freshness with my succulent 
and beautifully cooked piece of 
rare, meaty, sustenance. 

My lovable and joyful 
waiter then advised the warm 
rhubarb crumble and custard 
(£5.50) for dessert, which felt 
like proper hearty British fare 
and perfectly coupled the tart¬ 
ness of the fruit with the sweet 
creaminess of the think and 


luxurious custard. 

The friendly and contempo¬ 
rary restaurant was busy, but 
with a relaxing ambience and 
as this was a dreary Tuesday 
night, I would suggest that 
Mustard is going to be very 
popular as its reputation starts 
to spread. 

The outside seating area 
will, no-doubt also become a 
very sought- after inclusion as 
the weather begins to warm up 
and with a fabulous collection 
of wines to compliment every 
dish gives you everything you 
could wish for grins dining ex¬ 
perience. I would suggest you 
book a table at Mustard, before 
it’s too late.

MARK HIX Cuttlefish 


Cuttlefish, green tomato and 
chilli broth - serves 4 

I'M going to continue writing 
cuttlefish recipes until I am 
blue in the face because, 
frankly, we aren't eating 
enough of it - and the majority 
of ours gets shipped abroad, 
which is a shame. 

Fishmongers should be 
promoting it, but they seem to 
only want to stock squid, 
erroneously thinking that's all 
we want. 

Ingredients 
A good fish stock cube 
dissolved in a litre of boiling 
water 

1 small leek, halved, roughly 
chopped and washed 
10 black peppercorns 
4 lime leaves 



The trimmings from the 
cuttlefish (not the back bone) 
To serve 

A small piece of root ginger 
(about 30g) scraped and finely 
grated 

1 small cuttlefish, weighing 
about 400-500g, cleaned (keep 
trimmings for stock) 

2 large or 4 small green 
tomatoes, cut into rough 
chunks 

1 green chilli, thinly sliced 


4 spring onions, trimmed, 
thinly sliced 

15-20 leaves of Thai basil, torn 
if large 

Method 

First, make the broth. Put all 
the ingredients into a 
saucepan, bring to the boil, 
season and simmer gently for 
30 minutes; then strain 
through a fine-meshed sieve 
into a clean pan; season if 
necessary. 

Cut the cuttlefish into rough 
2cm squares and then score a 
criss-cross into them with a 
sharp knife. Cut the tentacles 
down into four pieces. To serve, 
put all the ingredients into the 
broth, except for the basil. 
Simmer for 2-3 minutes, season 
if necessary, stir in the basil and 
serve immediately.

A S if making up an 
entire musical night 
after night wasn’t 
challenging enough, the 
Olivier award-winning 
team behind Show stopper! 
The Improvised Musical 
will, next weekend, attempt 
to perform non-stop for 50 
hours as part of their annual 
Improvathon, writes Nicky 
Sweetland. 

The master mirth makers will 
take to the stage at the Lost The¬ 
atre in Stockwell for the chal¬ 
lenge, which starts on Friday, 
April 29 and runs non-stop until 
Sunday, May 1. 

Billed as “one of the most re¬ 
markable events in the showbiz 
calendar”, the mayhem 
marathon is led by twice- 
Olivier-nominated director 
Adam Meggido 

{Showstopper!The Improvised 
Musical, Peter Pan Goes 
Wrong) and will involve the 
highly skilled cast creating a 25- 
episode comedy adventure on 
the Orient Express. 

I caught up with Adam, who 
earlier that week had picked up 
an Olivier award for Showstop- 
per! The Improvised Musical. 

He said: “I came to im- 
prov relatively recently, 
about 12 years ago. When 
I got into it, I soon had 
the aim to bring improv 
back into mainstream 
theatre and so this week 
has been an incredible 
week to celebrate that.” 

The show was the first 
ever fully improvised 
musical to run in the West 
End and brought the art 
form to a whole new audi 
ence. 

Adam explained: “The idea 
with showstopper is that we 
make it look, feel and sound like 
a fully-fledged musical with 
song and dance routines, stories 
that you care about, characters 
that you like and the whole 
thing. It should just look and 
feel like a musical, but the game

we’re playing is that we just 
happen to make it all up on the 
spot out of the audience’s 
ideas.” 

I couldn’t help but marvel at 


the performers’ 
audacious abili¬ 
ties when I wit- 
^ nessed one 

performance of the 
musical, which was 
set in an allotment on 
the night that I went. As 
an observer, I struggled to 
^ fathom just how the cast man¬ 
aged to keep going with no 
script, no music and no story to 
follow. 

Adam said: “I think people 
just get a bit intimidated by im¬ 
provisation, but they needn’t be. 
Firstly, what people often forget 


is that they are improvising all 
day, everyday. We’re used to 
improvising; were improvising 
this conversation. 

“As soon as you put it on 
stage, it’s as if you are paralysed 
by so much choice, what to do, 
what to say and the fear of not 
being interesting. Secondly, 
there is a craft to improvisation. 
You can learn it like you can 
learn circus skills or learn to 
play the piano. When it’s good 
the performers make it look 
easy but there is a craft there.” 

Performing unscripted for 50 
hours, however, is a completely 


different ball game, but one 
which some of the world’s most 
celebrated improvisers are ready 
to tackle for the Improvathon on 
April 29. 

The concept was first intro¬ 
duced by a Canadian group 
called Die Nasty, who each year 
perform their own Soapathon. 
The London version has been 
running since 2006, with this 
year’s theme, an homage to the 
great Agatha Christie in this the 
40th year since her death. The 
show will be set on the Orient 
Express and will include guest 
performers and those who will 
perform for all of the rolling 
comedy soap opera which in¬ 
volves 25 two-hour episodes. 

Adam said: “A core group of 
players will perform all 50 
hours and will go through sleep 
deprivation.” 

He explained that after 30 
hours the human brain is 
stripped back and goes into 
something called a “lizard brain 
state”. At this point, the actors 
become unable to censor them¬ 
selves through fatigue, which 
results in hilarious and amazing 
results, particularly as the group 
are experiencing it together. 

“You get a kind of perform¬ 
ance that you can’t see any¬ 
where else.” 

■ The Improvathon is at the 
Lost Theatre from 7pm on April 
29 until 9pm on May 
1. Audiences can buy 
a ticket to join the 
team for the entire 50- 
hour marathon, or for 
an episode at any point 
during the weekend - 
and there will be a 
band throughout and an 
all-night bar. 

There is also a spe¬ 
cial family episode on 
Sunday, from 11am to 
lpm, where the action is 
suitable for children.

A N all-female cast of Syrian 
refugees will offer a powerful 
performance to the Young Vic 
Theatre in July when they bring their 
personal stories to the stage in an 
adaptation of Euripides'great anti-war 
tragedy, Queens of Syria.

A balance

“It was a great 
experience today,” 
Kpekawa told R’s official 
website, www.qpr.co.uk. 
“I’ve been watching 
games here since I was in 
the under-8s. To finally 
start a league game at 
Loftus Road is a great 
feeling. Hopefully I can 
play again this year, 
heading into next 
season.” 

Kpekawa’s previous 
first team experience for 
Rangers amounted to 
starts against Yeovil 
Town and Carlisle United 
in the Capital One Cup, 
plus sub outings in the 
home Championship 
matches against 
Rotherham United and 
Charlton Athletic. He 
also played eight times 
during a two-month loan 
spell at League Two 
Leyton Orient between 
November and January. 

He added: “I didn’t 
know I’d be starting until 
this morning - and 
obviously I was happy!” 

Rangers took a 35th 
minute lead when Grant 
Hall rose beyond the far- 
post to direct a looping 
header from a deep, 
inswinging Ale Faurlin 
under the Reading 
crossbar. It was centre- 
half Hall’s first goal for 
the club. 

But the visitors levelled 
just six minutes later 
through Deniss Rakels. 

“I enjoyed it,” 


continued Kpekawa. “I 
think we should have 
won the game - it was 
there for the taking. We 
had enough chances to 
win it.

“First of all I told him he needed to be fit. And the physios and 
coaches have been working with him. I wanted him to participate 
with us in team training whenever he could but what was important 
was not just to talk to him, but the response from the player, for him 
to be moving more lightly. 

“Against Bournemouth, he was very fresh. He was making jokes 
while he was playing, so he was enjoying it. He was free from doubt 
in his mind and frustration. That was good for me. 

“When he is fully fit, physically and mentally, then he is one of 
the best. 

“Every attacker who is not scoring frequently will start thinking, 
‘I have to be on the score-sheet’, although you might say he has 
contributed a lot of assists. 

“Every striker wants to score and it gives him a boost for the last 
games (of the season).” 

Speculation is rife that Hazard may be off to warmer climes 
wearing the white of Real Madrid next season, but Hiddink is not 
so sure. 

‘Very important next season’ 

“I don’t know how many years exactly he has left on his contract,” 
he said. “What I know is that he is very happy with everyone around 
Chelsea - he will be very important next season.” 

Hiddink also had nice words to say about man of the match Cesc 
Fabregas, who created three goal assists. 

“He, like everyone, had difficult times before December. But we 
caught up (in the league) and against Bournemouth, his 
performance was perfect. It’s very important that he is surrounded 
by players who can help him defensively, so he can use his quality. 
It was nice to see him do that. 

“His best position is as an attacking midfielder. He has this very 
quick vision. Many of us have good vision from the sidelines but 
he can do it on the pitch and execute this. It is difficult for many 
players but he can do it. So when he is in an advance position, he 
does not have to do the defensive work that much, he can 


concentrate on his speciality.” 

So just how desperate is Hiddink to see Hazard, Fabregas and the 
rest of his side do well against Spurs? 

“I am not a desperate man. I like to be in football. Words like 
desperate sound like I am going to kill myself tomorrow! No, I’m 
enjoying it very much. But we are desperate in the good sense of 
the word, to get this season done for Chelsea to our (normally high) 
standard. 

“I think that the feeling among the players is strong just now. 
There is a big chance I think (to halt Spurs). 

“This is one of the best teams I have played in my spell here. At 
Bournemouth they played very well, constructed some good 
football and created chances.” 

Hiddink admits that after winning the league last season, the 
players enjoyed the fruits of that success too much and did not 
prepare themselves for the rigours of a title defence. 

“After winning the championship you always have a little bit of 
a setback. But the setback was too long. Normally, when you are 
champions, you still have your head full of champagne, literally but 
also figuratively. But then you get a wake-up call in, say, September, 
and think, ‘Oh, what is happening? We have had two or three losses 
already, what is happening ... we are champions?’ But they could 
not overcome that."

By completing his hundred in the 
second innings, he then equalled the 
match aggregate record by a Middlesex 
batsman in any first-class game, which 
was previously the 331 not out scored 
by Jack Robertson against 
Worcestershire at New Road in 1949. 

Robson said:"It has been a special 
few days. I know enough about the 
game to realise I am not going to have 
many days like that in my career." 

Robson received strong support from 


Australian skipper Adam Voges (92), 
who said: "Sam's batting in this match 
has been phenomenal. His 
concentration has been so good as well 
as his technique. 

"He can knock the door down in 
terms of getting selected again for 
England if he keeps batting like the 
way he is at the moment." 

Middlesex have now not beaten 
Warwickshire in 20 meetings since 
June 2001. And Bears have not lost in 
17 trips to Middlesex since losing at 
Uxbridge in 1988. 

However, Robson's flying start to the 
season didn't produce a third 
consecutive CC1 ton.

Focus on Craven Cottage

Battle to avoid 18 -year low 


T HERE will be more than west London 
pride at stake when Fulham make the 
short trip to Brentford for their final 
away game of the season on Saturday. 

Whites are struggling to avoid their lowest 
league finish in 18 years - since they were 
champions of the third tier under Kevin Keegan 
in 1998-99. 

A 3-1 defeat by Nottingham Forest at Craven 
Cottage was Fulham's 10th loss of this 
campaign in front of their own long-suffering 
fans, who booed them off the field, and saw 
them drop to fourth from bottom. Only Milton 
Keynes Dons (12) have lost more times on 
home soil in the second tier. 

But Slavisa Jokanovic's side have conceded 
the most home goals - 36 in 22 Championship 
matches. 

The only crumb of comfort from another 
miserable season is that they cannot now be 
relegated because there are three worse teams 
propping up the rest. MK Dons'4-1 home defeat 
by Brentford on Saturday leaves them nine 
points adrift of Fulham and condemns them to 
the drop, along with Charlton Athletic and 
Bolton Wanderers. Bolton are Fulham's 


opponents in their final game in SW6 on May 7. 

So Fulham, who have slipped to 21 st position, 
have two matches to haul themselves up the 
table and better last season's 17th-place finish. 

At Brentford they will be hoping to at least 
maintain their unbeaten record in London 
derbies this season, having hammered Queens 
Park Rangers twice, taken four points off 
Charlton and drawn 2-2 when these near 
neighbours last met at Griffin Park on 
December 12. 

'Very soft team' 

Fulham were 2-0 down by half-time against 
Nottingham Forest on Saturday thanks to goals 
by Robert Tesche on 23 minutes and a penalty 
by Henri Lansbury (43). Although Matt Smith, 
who replaced Tom Cairney at the interval, 
pulled one back when he headed home at the 
Hammersmith end in the 62nd minute from 
Ross McCormack's corner, hope was 
extinguished by Lansbury's near-post flick some 
eight minutes later which clinched managerless 
Forest's first win in nine games. 

"We didn't show quality with the ball today," 


admitted an exasperated Jokanovic."We didn't 
show quality without the ball, and we didn't 
have the capacity to regain the ball. 

"We made chances but, generally, we were a 
very, very soft team, and this is more or less a 
habit for us. 

"It's not strange for us to give away a penalty, 
it's not strange conceding a goal after a set- 
piece. 

"That’s now 35 goals conceded from set- 
pieces and 12 penalties - we cannot accept 
these numbers. 

"We need to find the balance between 
defence and attack, and we didn't find any 
balance in these few months. 

"All the goals that Forest scored, if you are a 
little bit more clever, a little bit more 
concentrated, if you have a little bit more 
quality to regain the ball, then you can stop it," 
continued Jokanovic whose team have kept a 
clean sheet in just one of their last 32 league 
games. 

"We scored the goal and made some chances 
but, right now, we're actually very far away from 
how I want my team to play football." 


proved that experience counts and Begovic agreed. 

“It’s always good to have experience, especially at 
Premier League level,” he said. “You can tell the 
difference in certain situations. But at the same time, 
obviously it’s a goal to bring younger players in and 
the guys who have come in have learned a lot. You 
learn, too, through negative experiences sometimes.” 

Belgium international Hazard scored his first league 
goals of the season on the Dorset coast, while Pedro 
and Willian were also on the score-sheet to complete 
a comfortable victory. 

On Hazard, who netted 19 times and won the PFA 
player of the year award last season, Begovic said: 
“He’s obviously been frustrated with the season, with 
his injuries and stuff, but he looked fresh for us. He 
was excited to be playing and when he shows off his 
skill, it’s a beautiful thing to watch. 

“He brings game-winning skills. He takes on players, 
makes situations and chances for other players and 
obviously for himself. He attracts so much attention 
from the opposition and that frees up the other guys to 
do things. When he’s on top of his game, he is a huge 
asset for us. 

“He helps people like Cesc Fabregas, who picks out 
those passes, especially in areas that puts guys in good 
positions, and then they finish them off. Cesc has been 
very good of late, showing good leadership as well.” 

The Hazard appreciation society extended to 
Hiddink, who explained that kind words and a clear 
treatment programme was the way to get the best out 
of the attacking wide man, whose brace at 
Bournemouth ended a 355-day league goal drought - 
his only other two goals this season coming in the FA 
Cup. 

“Of course, he has had a very bad season,” said 
Hiddink. “I don’t like to deflect the facts. It’s difficult 
for a talented player like Eden. He had injuries, he 
came back but got injured again, then played half a 
game, then injured. That was frustrating. So I said, 
‘Let’s train him well, let’s treat him well and take a 
little bit more time. Come back when you are fully 
recovered’.
